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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hsieh 
(2002/019360). Hsieh teaches a bag, a support device, two legs, two rods, a ferrule 36, a pad 
372, an anchor 33 to hook the rods as claimed. 

Regarding claim 2-4, note the frame 12. 

Regarding claim 5, note the anchor is a one-piece frame with portion 12 in Fig. 3. 
Regarding claim 7, there is a gap 330 as claimed. 

2. Claim 1-4, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Park 
(5823485) or Wang et al. (5634616). Park teaches a bag, a support device, two legs, two rods, a 
ferrule 16, a pad 14, an anchor 4 to hook the rods as claimed. 

Wang teaches a bag, a support device, two legs, two rods, a ferrule 28, a pad 22, an 
anchor 32 to hook the rods as claimed. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either Park or 
Wang in view of Chang (6450334). Chang teaches that it is known in the art to provide an 
anchor being molded with the frame as one piece. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide the anchor being molded with the frame as one piece in either Park or 
Wang as taught by Chang to manufacture the bag easily. Furthermore, it is noted that the use of 
a one piece construction would be merely a matter of obvious engineering choice. In re Fridolph , 
50 CCPA 745, 89 F.2d 509, 135 USPQ 319.
